ORDINANOE. - 

The following Bill, which will be read at 
an early date in the Legislative Council, is 
published in Saturday’s Gazette :— 

A BILL ENTITLED THE RECLAMATION 
ORDINANCE. 

‘Whereas the foreshore of the harbour of 
Victoria isin process of silting up to the
